Attack Resumed in the Morning, When Walls Were Breached, 


Forts Captured and Chinese Completely Eouted 


FOREIGNERS DECLARED SAFE AT 
JULY 


People Will TALK 


Total Loss of the Allies in the Three Days Fighting is About 800, 
The Americans Are 


Reported to Have Lost 215, 
It is Cabled 100S000 Chinese Ready to Besiege 


Shanghai, Cabinet Meeting at Washington and President Returns 


LONDON, July 17,12.45 p. m.—The Shanghai 


correspondent of the London Daily Mail telegraphing 
under date of July 17, sa>s: 


"The allied troops resumed the attack upon 


the Chinese walled city of Tien Tsin on the morning 
of July 14 and succeeding in breaching the wails 
and capturing all the forts. 


"The Chinese were completely routed and the 


allies took possession of the native city and all its 
defenses. 


"The total losses of the allies in the engage- 


ments of Thursday, Friday and Saturday were about 
800 killed and wounded. 


"The casualties were greatest among the Rus- 


sians and Japanese." 


WASHINGTON, July 
17—Admiral 
Remey 


cabled the navy department today as follows; 


"Chefoo, July 17—Today I hope to get the 


wounded from Tien Tsin in hospitals at Taku or 
aboard the Solace. 


"Communication is very uncertain but the 


following casualties are 
apparently 
confirmed; 


Marines, Captain Davis, killed: Captain 
Lemly, 


Lieutenants Butler and Leonard, wounded. Army, 
Colonel Liscum, killed; Majois Reagans and Lee, 
Captain Noyes, Brewester and Bookmiller, Lieuts. 


Naylor, Lawton, Hammond and Waldon wounded. 


"The total killed and wounded is reported at 


77!>. The Russians and Japanese lost heavily. 


"Our total loss is reported at 215, about 40 of 


which were marines, but the number is believed to 
be exaggerated. 


"The city and forts are now in the hands of the 


allies. 


Admiral Seymour has returned to the fleet and 


the ranking officer ashore is admiral Alexoff at Tien 
Tsin. 


WASHINGTON, July 17—The Chinese minister 


Ting Fang has received a dispatch from the minister at 
London, authenticated by Sheng, Shangahai inspector 
of posts and telegraphs declaring that the foreigners in 
Pekin were safe on July 9 and were receiving the pro- 
tection of the government. 


This is two days after the reported massacre. 
The secretary of state has received a dispatch from 


Minister Allen in Corea, saying that the Boxers on 
July-14 destroyed the catholic mission, three miles from 


the Korean boundary and 50 miles from i^e American 
mines. 


A cabinet meeting was called here today for i 


o'clock to consider the Chinese situation. 
President 


McKinley arrives from Canton at that hour. 


LONDON, July 77—William Pritchard Hogan, 


today secured by cable positive assurance that the 
British legation at PeUn was standing July 9 and that 
Li Hung Chang has gone to the empress dowager as 
viceroy *o command there. 


London, July 17—The Daily Mail's correspondent supplements his earlier 


dispatch from Tien Tsin by the folio-wing story of the successful and 'Bril- 
liant -Work of the allies: 


"The Suns of the allies did immense damage to the native city, causing 


many large conflagrations and finally silenced the majority of the enemy's 


g-u,ns simultaneously. 


Then 1500 Russians assisted by small parties of Germans and French., as- 


saulted and captured eight guns that were in position on the railway em- 
bankment and fort, the magazine of w hich the French subsequently blew up. 


"A body of American, British, Japanese and Austrian troops then made a 


sortie and attacked the west arsenal, which the Chinese has reoccupied. Af- 
ter three hours of the hardest fishting yet experienced the^Chinese fled. 


"When the arsenal had been- evacuated by the Chinese, the Americans, 


French, Japanese and Welsh fusiliers advanced toward the native city and 
joined with, the other attacking forces. The' Japanese infantry and mounted 
battery advanced to th$ foot of the -walls and supported by the American and 
French. 


"Despite the valiant attacks on the 13th the allies were only able ten hold 


their positions gained outside the walls preparatory to renewing the assault 
the morning of the :Hth. 


The casualties sustained by the allies were exceedingly heavy, especially 


those of &« Americans, French and Japanese.

Liondon, July 17—2.20 p. m.—European journals are today indulging in a great 


deal of wild talk, crediting- th'e powers with having decided to lay Pekin in 
ashes, remove the capital to- Canton an d hang the empress and Prince Tuan, 
but the writersi fall to take into account the difficulties which would attend 
such undertakine. 


However the chancellories fully recognize the magnitude of the task confront 


ing the great powers. 


As a matter of fact the only thought for the moment of the powers is how , 


best to reach PeklriL Once there they can be depended upon, according" to 
the best official information, to exact whatever penalty appears to be the most 
striking and effective. 


This morning's news of the succefs of the allied forces at Tien Tsin, though 


that success has been dearly bought, appears to clear the air somewhat. This 
victory over the Chinese, it is hoped will enable the allies to resume prepa- 
rations for the advance, especialy as today it is officially announced the Ja 
pancse force of 22,000 will all be disem-barked by July 19 at the latest. 


Suggestions of scattering the forces throughout China in pursuit of boxers 


cminate wholly from irresponsible quarters. In official ^circles there is a full 
realization of the necessity of having the coast towns occupied and secure 
before proceeding to Pckln. 


The only course open to the powers is to remain in tho capital until the 


fanaticism wears itself out and Hie elements of orderly natives and govern- 
ment beffin to emorcc.

Latter's Seconds Threw Up the Sponge in 


the Third Bound to Save Knockout, 


Fast Fight while It Lasted 


1 New York, July 17.—Fourteen thou- 
land persons in the Madiaon Square 
Dard«n last night saw Terry McGovern 
of Brooklyn defeat Frank Erne of Chl- 
faigo, the lightweight, champion of, th« 
World, and demonstrate inside of three 
rounds the superiority of a lighter to a 
boxer. It was a hurricane fight from 
bell to bell, without a second's lat-up, ex- 
tept when either one of the contestants 
MLS lying on the floor of the ring; Mo- 
tovern rushed In on Erne at the very 
keg-inning and sent left and right in 
men quick succession that Erne, fast aa 
le is, was nonplussed. 
Erne's clever- 


less availed bjm nothing against th« 
mlldog rusfees and fierce attacks of the 
itUtt featherweight 


TKBBT M'GOVBRtJ. 
SJrne trained far below his usual 
reight, as he had agreed to meet Mc- 
Uovern at 128 pounds, which is five 
H>unds below the lightweight limit. In 
loing this many persons believed that 
the strain proved too much for the Buf- 
lalo lad, and McGovern, who is rugged 
und tenacious, was enabled to beat him 
lown. 
Last night EJme said that he 


>nly wrightd 136^ pounds, but he de- 
tlareoj that he was in excellent condition 
ind was as strong aa ever. 
Terry, on 


Ibe other hand, wa3 at about his best 
Ightlng weight, 121 pounds, and he was 
never in bettor condition in his life. 
la the first round, when Erne knocked; 


HcGrovern down with a blow on the head 
laid the little fellow took the count be- 
fore he gat up, the Erne rooters believed 
(hat their man would win. McGovern 
rot up, however, with a grin on hiis 
!ace, and Bailed right in •with terrific 
lorce, and he played havoc with Erne's 
body: 


In the second' round Erne broke ground 


leveral times, but always came back 
with a dangerous left or right for Terry's 
Head. 
The fighting was so fast that it 


was impossible to keep track of the 
blows, but Terry landed three blows, to 
Erne's two. 
In the clinches, which 


were frequent in the round, both men 
were guilty of holding, and McGovern 
nras cautioned by the referee. 
Towards 


!he close of the round, Terry put a hard 
»ne over Erne's heart and a stiff right 
In the body, which weakened Erne. 


In the third round, which proved to be 


(he last, Terry fought faster than ever. 
When he floored Erne for the first time 
(t looked as if the latter would not be 
able to resume hostilities, but he arose 
to bis feet fairly strong, and tried to 
Dff-set McGovern's advantage. 
It was 


a f Utiile attempt, however, as McGovern 
floored him,once more with a blow on 
the jaw -and a left over the heart. Erne 
got upon his knees and trfed hard to re- 
pain his feet. 
By an almost superhu- 


man effort he stood up, but it was now 
•vldent that he was a beaten man, and 
McGovern started. In to finish him. With 
a couplp of Mows the little fellow paved 
the way for a knockout swing, but Erne's 
l^conds threw up thi, sponge and saved 
the Swiss boxjerfrxjm a knockout 


In the early betting McGovern was an 


even money chance, but he was soon 
made a favorite, 100 to 70.

23, when resolutions will be adopted and 
the ticket ratified. Mr. Croker advised 
all speakers in this campaign to show 
the Interest of the young men as opposed 
to the administration of McKinley. He 
enlarged upon the smallness of the op- 
portunity of young men In business, and 
stated that^f the speakers would only 
bring out ttte growing tendency of re- 
striction to the young men it would ap- 
peal to them

Christian Endeavorers Go Hungr). 


London, July 17.—Already there are 


Borne indications of a foodfamine on the 
Christian Bndeavojr grounds. The at- 
tendance seems to hav« entirely exceed- 
ed the expectations of the caterers; and 
hundreds of delegates, after waiting for 
an hour or more in the dining hall yes- 
terday, were Informed that the supplies 
were exhausted. Table service supplies 
are equally scant, and the place is miles 
away from the ordinary restaurants. 
Dr. Lorimer of Boston, in the course of 
an address yesterday, urged Christian 
Endeavorers to raise theory of "brother- 
hood and no vengeance" in connection 
with the Chinese situation. 


Must Pay the Penalty. 


Hartford, July 17.—Several well-known 


men, 
who have interested themselves in 


the case of Cross, the boy murderer, and 
have worked persistently for a reprieve 
from the governor or a commuting of the 
Sentence by the board of pardons, have 
finally been forced to relinquish all hopes 
of success in their efforts, and soon after 
midnight Friday next, July 20, the lad 
will be executed. 
The boy will be the 


most youthful criminal that ever had 
to pay the death penalty in Connecticut. 


Georgetown, Ky., July 17.—In the trial 


of former Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers, charged with being accessory 
to the Goebel murder, which was re- 
sumed yesterday, ft-letter, alleged to be 
signed by Caleb Powers, In which this 
expression appeared, "I have had a hard' 
time getting Taylor and others to start, 
but they are all right now, and this thing 
will soon end," was filed and ma&e a 
part of the record. 


Telegrams sent from Barboursville, 


Powers' home, having bearing on the 
case, were put in evidence and Identified 
by the manager of the Barboursville tele- 
graph office. The first telegrams read 
were from Powers to the various cap- 
tains alleged to have been charged with 
Setting up the excursion of mountain 
men to Frantsfort. Most of them road: 


"How many can you insure from your 


county? Wire 'immediately. C. Pow- 
ers." 


The defense filed a forma! objection to 


their competency as evidence. The wit- 
ness, Mrs. Anderson, declared someone 
had tampered with many of the mes- 
sages on file in her office for January and 
February. 


Henry Kelly, manager of the postal- 


telegraph office at Frankfort, was in- 
troduced to identify telegams 
sent 


through his office.

But the year before he be« 
same legally insane he had it replacedj 
With the Mack eagle, for he could nod 
bear to see his countenance soiled and; 
mnltilated by the postoffice employees. 
A few years ago an enterprising Berlin 
manufacturer had lead pencils made, 
upon which was stamped a bas reliat 
head of William II. The minister of ed«' 
ucation at once ordered schoolteachers! 
not to allow their pupils to use thesoj 
particular pencils "since the children! 
might disfigure the face of their sov«i 
ereign by biting the pencils with 
teeth. "—Now York Tribune.

One may note the rangs 
and kind of intervals, the kind of rhythm 
and meter and the quality of tone 
which these people find appropriate to 
the expression of certain ideas and feel* 
ings in song. A comparison of the Na-1 
vajo songs in these particulars with thai v 
corresponding songs of other tribes and| 
races would be a most interesting eth4 
nologioal study, especially as the inner* 
most life of all our aboriginal tribes ia 
embodied in their music.

Copper From Green Watozt 


One of the moat interesting sights in 


the great mining town of Bntto is the 
process by which copper is caught from 
the emerald colored water that flows 
from the Anaconda and St. Lawrence 
mines. It is estimated that this water, 
which for four or five years went to 
waste, is now bringing the Anaconda 
company $80,000 a month at a cost of 
about $1,000 a month. 


At the present time several aores of 


'ground are covered with wooden vats. 
These are filled with all the old scrap 
iron they can hold. It has proved a splen- 
did scheme for disposing of the tons and 
tons of old iron the company has accu- 
mulated for years. Old hoisting cages, 
water pipe, wheelbarrows, railroad iron 
—in fact, any old thing that consists of 
tin or iron—is approprated to this serv- 
ice. 


It is said for every pound of iron put 


into a vat a pound of copper is produced. 
Where the water first attacks the iron, 
the copper absorbs the iron completely 
within three weeks. After the precipi- 
tation is effected the water is drawn off 
and the slimy copper is transferred to 
another tank, where the water is further 
drained off. These latter vats hold 
about 15 tons of the copper, which now 
has the appearance of a olayish sub- 
etance. This is sacked ^nto packages of 
about 100 pounds. When in this shape, 
it is sent to the smelters in this city. 


The product carries an average of 86 


per cent pure copper. The iron remain- 
ing in it makes a fine flux, and when 
mixed with other smelting ore it is 
said to bring the ore up to a value of 
about $300 a ton.

The complainant told of his 
having been severely bitten on the 
fingers, left arm and leg by the de- 
fendant, who, 'according to the tale of 
the witness, savagely pounced upon 
him without provocation April 24 last, 
Dr. J. H. Riley said he attended the 
defendant and found the wounds of a 
serious character. Louise Garno told 
her story of the alleged 'assault corrob- 
orative of that of Bugaw.

MORE RAILROAD CHAN6ES 


Fewer Dogs and More Care in Repaint- 


ing Engines 


Passenger conductors on the Fitch- 


burg division of the Boston & Maine 
railroad have been instructed that in 
future they are not to permit dogs to 
enter passenger coaches occupied by 
women and children other than small 
lap dogs, which must be carried in the 
lap of the owner while in the car. 


George A.. Torrey, former general 


counsel of the Fitchburg railroad, has 
been appointed general counsel of the 
Fitchburg division 
of the Boston & 


Maine railroad. F. B. Shepley, former- 
ly claim agent and latterly purchasing 
agent of the Fitchburg, has been a- - 
pointed assistant general counsel of the 
Fitchburg division of the Boston & 
M-aine. 


The maintenance of roadway, bridges 


and buildings of the Fitchburg division 
has been transferred 
to the superin- 


tendent of the Boston & Maine, having 
become effective July 1. 


The repairing of locomotives at the

vogue upon that road, involving more 
work in various particulars than under 
the Fitchburg system. In the matter 
of painting-, for ins-tance, engines re- 
ceiving general repairs are to be fully 
repainted, all the old paint being re- 
moved and a priming- coat put on as in 
new work. 
The Standard Boston & 


Maine lettering will be used and loco- 
motives on the Fitchburg- division will 
be renumbered, commencing- with 900 
and running to 1160. The present en- 
gines of the 100 class will be of the 900 
series and the others will follow in 
numerical order without being- separ- 
ated into classes by numbers, as at 
present. 


More pains will be taken in finishing 


the polished surfaces of the engines,all 
running parts will be ma.de as good as 
new, 
and boiler repairs will be made in 


anticipation of a 
longer continuous 


service than at present, for the reason 
that the Boston & Maine system of 
wipipg and keeping- up engines- while in 
service by making round house repairs 
when needed, keeps the engines on tho 
road longer than has been customary 
on the Fitchburg road system.

So much depends upon the harmony 


of the powers in dealing with the pres- 
ent explosion in China that it is well 
to record and remember the special In- 
terests and objects which govern tho 
policy of each of them In the far east, 
eays tlio London Spectator. For the 
moment the six powers which are suf- 
ficiently interested in China to make 
large sacrifices or run considerable 
risks are, &o to speak, bound together 
by the necessity of saving their lega- 
tions or avenging tho frightful Insult 
.•which would be involved in their mas- 
sacre or imprisonment as hostages. 
But each one of the sir has separate 
designs, interests or fears as to future 
loss. The six are Russia, Great Brit- 
ain, France, 
Germany, the United 


States and Japan, the remaining states 
cf Europe, either from absence of mo- 
trve, as in the Austrian case, or from 
want of easily' available force, occupr- 
Ing rather the position of benevolent 
lookers on. 


Of the powers which will and in- 


deed must act -Russia is, on the whole, 
the one most concerned. 
It is abso- 


lutely necessary for Russia, if she 
would turn her vast possessions ia 
northern Asia to full account, to pos- 
eess herself by force or by agreement 
of Manchuria and Korea and at the 
eame time to Iseep a certain control 
over the whole of northern China, suf- 
ficient, at all events, to pr. vent sudden 
action, whether warlike or popular, 
against her Pacific provinces. 
She 


therefore desfrea an orderly but weak 
China, favorable to herself, but In any 
case not favorable to Japan, which 
also desires Korea. To this end Russia 
will nee any necessary number of 
troops, but will watch with Jealousy, 
any Japanese interference and remain 
almost morbidly anxious that the new 
emperor or premier should neither be 
hostile to rjerself nor strong enough to 
make a strong and independent China, 
Her natural or, as it were, instinctive 
course will be to help Europe to defend 
or avenge the legations, to dethrone 
tbe empress"; to enthrone the emperor 
and to construct under him a fairly ef- 
fective governing committee or cabinet 
for the restoration of order. She might 
not- have Influence enough with an in- 
flividaal. At the same. time she will 
discourage the use of Japanese troops 
end will pour into Manchuria by land 
and by sea all available forces of her 
own, so tiiat, however affairs may turn 
out, the thing she wanjs and means to 
have will be in her ac£cal possession. 


The second p — cr iu China is Great 


Britain, which 
- the strongest fleet 


off the ceast and which can in a month 
throw 80,000 Englishmen, Sikhs and 
Eajpootsr under competent 
officers, 


Upon any given point. Great Britain 
bas> it is true, no territorial interest in 
China, her statesmen dreading acute' 
the necessity for governing any grc. 
aumber of Chinese, but her commer- 
cial interest is very peremptory. Not 
only is her trade with China far the 
greatest of any state— for you must 
count in it the Indian as well as the 
home trade, which brings it up to £27,- 
000,000— but she- regards China, as the 
great market of the future, losing 
which, she may, as her population in- 
creases, lose much of her grand pros- 
perity. It is therefore a grand inter- 
est with her— an. interest, it may be, 
worth a great war—that China should 
be so governed as to be orderly and 
prosperous, and that the empire, so far, 
at least, as the central and southern 
provinces are concerned, should hold 
together and be independent of any 
separate influence other than her own, 
which, again, she has no desire to push 
If her freedom to trade is effectually 
guaranteed. Her position Is slightly 
complicated by the necessity her gov- 
ernment feels of protecting mission- 
Itfiea, but apart from that she does not 
Wish to annex any province of China, 
W to govern China, or to interfere in 
iny way with the Chinese method of 
managing their own affairs. 
Her 


natural, or, as It were, Instinctive, 
method of action will be to strengthen 
her fleet till it can guard the treaty 
ports, to send as many Sikhs and Raj- 
poots to Peking as will give her real 
weight in the final settlemtent and to 
support any emperor under whom a 
strong minister can. rule. The stronger 
Ihis minister the better for British In- 
terests, provided he is fairly lust about 
trade and governs in the interest of 
China rather than of any separate 
power. She would regard a revolt of 
the viceroys with apprehension, as 
tending either to partition or to an an- 
archy fatal to prosperity, and, there- 
fore, to external commerce, and In 
general would greatly prefer an inde- 
pendent and orderly China to any other 
settlement. 
' The third power interested in China 
b France, because, besides some trade, 
she, like Russia, enjoys a territorial 
contiguity. 
Inrlo-Chlna, now French, 


marches with China and was till re- 
cently counted among the many de- 
pendencies of Peking. France is al- 
ways afraid of disturbances in Yun- 
oan, which have just occurred, and al- 
ways hoping to obtain Yunnan and 
Szechuen, where also there is dis- 
turbance, and thus to form what 
would be in the aggregate a great ori- 
ental empire, possibly self supporting. 
She has a considerable garrison in Ton- 


Europe, to be the right arm in Asia of 
the Roman Catholic cb,urch. 
That 


church is In frightful danger in China, 
in fact may be extirpated, and the pa- 
pacy would it-sen*, bitterly any settle- 
ment which did not provide for Its 
safety. 
A settlement on the British- 


Amerioan-Germau lines would so pro- 
vide, and France will have to-take that 
Into consideration. 
. 


The fourth powtir Interested in China 


Is Germany. She nas a great trade to 
defend, she has hopes of still greater 
trade, and she desires, it possible, so to 
Increase her territorial dominion that 
she may ultimately possess one or two 
provinces of the empire in full sover- 
eignty. As she will never get them from 
a strong Chiua, her interest in keeping 
China strong is a commercial Interest 
only, but it is probable that to avoid a 
groat and risky adventure she will give 
this the preference. In that case her 
natural or instlucttas method will be to 
join in the concert till the legations are 
rescued or avenged and then to sup- 
port Great Britain, but always with the 
proviso that she is not finally to sur- 
render her own hopes. She will not 
be anxious for a very strong or inde- 
pendent China, but will not be hostile 
to one or resist a settlement which 
seems likely to be satisfactory to the 
general commercial Interest of Europe. 


America has no interest In China, 


after the legations are protected or 
avenged, except the commercial one. 
She would not accept territory if of- 
fered her, and has no desire for "Influ- 
ence" if only her commerce is free and 
her missionaries protected against aut- 
rage. These two objects, however, her 
statesmen appear to feel very strongly, 
and they must in the final settlement 
Induce her—almost compel her—to sup- 
port Great Britain, which aloue on 
both those points sees with her eye to 
eye. Her natural or instinctive policy 
will be to give that support, probably 
with an emphasis better proportioned 
to her great rank in the world than to 
her immediate interest In China, As 
she is always potentially a great marl- 
time power and has. actually 60,000 
troops In the Philippines, her vote will 
be a heavy one. 


Finally there Is Japan. It Is exceed- 


ingly difficult to learn what the precise 
attitude of Japan to China Is, but ttte 
facts seem to justify an opinion of this 
kind: Japan, being dependent upon 
China for a market arid upon Korea 
for food,, is jealous In the extreme of 
any European power obtaining great 
ascendency in Peking, and especially 
jealous of Russia because slie believes 
that -power to be ambitions of seizing 
Korea. While, then, she is willing to 
defend or to avenge the legations, aha 
desires to be so strong at Peking a<3 to 
be able if need be to resist or even'to 
veto the action of any other pcrww. 
Her army is qnito ready, her fleet is 
nearly ready, and her natural or In- 
stinctive policy, therefore, if she acts 
at all, which she Is nearly compelled to 
do, Is to send a powerful army to Pe- 
king, the weight of which army, when 
the settlement is made, will be thrown 
In opposition to Russia and iu support 
of any scheme which Russia cordially 
dislikes. 
This attitude is, however, 


greatly affected by the fact that If 
Russia can do without Korea, say, for 
20 years, Japan has no Interest In op- 
pol 'r1: her except her permanent inter- 
£•:•: ' i becoming, if she can, supreme in 
Peking. That interest would, however, 
lead her rather to establish an influ- 
ence there than to break up the Chi- 
nese empire, in which she might not 
rbtaSn a share which she would think 


'-quate. 
II this rough sketch is correct, it 


\,v,uld follow that in Peking Russia 
c-d France will form one group and 
Great Britain, America and Germany 
another, with Japan as a powerful but 
nearly incalculable outsider, but that 
If Russia and France can be contented 
territorially, or even Russian alone, all 
the powers will be so far united that 
they can together endeavor to set up 
an orderly yet independent native gov- 
ernment in China. Whether that effort 
will be fruitful is still doubtful, but it 
can be made, and may, owing to the 
traditional desire of Chinamen for a 
native civilization protected by a cen- 
tral authority, be unexpectedly suc- 
cessful. 
But if the two groups part 


there is little hope except in events and 
circumstances, such as the rise of a 
Chinaman of genius, as yet outside all 
political calculations.

HEROISM OF A SURGEON. 


How Malar Babtte Won the Vtotorl* 


Oro» at CelenMO. 


In The'Britteh Medical Journal Fred- 


erick Troves, tho well known surgeon, 
gives a .graphic description of the work 
of Major Babtle of the army medical 
coups at the battle of Colenso, for 
whi<jh the Victoria cross was awarded 
him. 


"The men," writes Mr. Treves, 


"faced the wood as only the British 
soldier can fa,ce death. The gallant 
attempts inada to save the guns led 
only to further loss of life. 
Colonel 


Long had been shot down, some 50 
horses had been sacrificed and the 
scanty ranks of the English were thin- 
ning rapidly. Still the cry went up, 
'Hold fast to the guns!' and when tho 
last forlorn hope had been attempted 
and failed the green veldt was littered 
with the wounded, the dying and the 
dead. 


"Near the guns was a donga, and 


Into that many of the wounded had 
crawled. 
The gallopers who took up 


the news of the disaster reported the 
need of help for the injured. To that 
call Major Babtie at once responded 
as a volunteer. His duty as a surgeon 
did not require him to be on the firing 
line, but he rode down to that inferno 
without hesitation. He might as well 
have ridden before a row of targets 
during the smartest moment of rifle 
practice. Three times was his horse 
shot under him before he reached the 
donga. There, in the face of a galling 
fire, he dragged the wounded into shel- 
ter, and a little later he ventured out 
tinder a rain of lead to bring in Lieu- 
tenant Roberts, who was lying on the 
open veldt wounded desperately. 


"For some seven hours Babtle re- 


mained by the wounded in the shallow 
donga, from which no one dared to 
lift a head. He alone had a water bot- 
tle, and he doled out what he had In 
a 60 minim measuring glass. He was 
also able to relieve pain by morphine, 
and, when not otherwise occupied, he 
sheltered poor young Roberts' face 
from the scorching sun by holding 
above it a letter he chanced to have 
In his pocket. 


"It was not until darkness was set- 


ting in that it was possible to venture 
from the scant shelter which the 
ravige jprovided.".

Mr. Dean gave the relative wages on

Mr. Keneflck of Hampden thought the 
bill defective in that it did not compel 
the commissioners to- give their "en- 
tire'' time to this work. Mr. Post re- 
plied that the reauirement of the bill 
that they shall give "their time" to this 
work would be practically, as effective 
as to include the word "entire," and the 
governor would doubtless hold to- that 
interpretation, as well as the commis1- 
sioners themselves. Mr. Patch of Mid- 
dlesex thought the bill had been radi- 
cally changed, and wa.nted it put over 
till tomorrow. Messrs. Attwill of Es- 
sex and Soule of Bristol wanted the bill 
killed at once.

Attention of Sporting Men 


Turned to Innovation at 


Williams 


FIRST 
OF KIND IN 
COUNTRY 


Addiiional Description of Improvements 


on Wiirams College Athletic Field. 


$15,000 In Changes This 


Summer 


The attention of the athletic men of 


the- country and the landscape engin- 
eers ens-aired in the construction of 
athletic fields has boon attracted to the 
building of the new a,inle-tic -field at 
Williams college because of the recent 
decision of tho athletic council of the 
college, as reunited some time ago, to 
depart from the method heretofore em- 
ployd in this country in making1 ath- 
letic fit-ids and adopting the plan in 
vogue in England. 


This departure is the building1 of a 


square- track, instead <j£ an oval or 
round one, and th& council came to its 
decision principally through the advice 
of the exaert athletic field builder, 
Thomas Butler of New York city, who 
constructed 
Berkeley oval in New 


York, the fields at Dartmuttth college 
and Cornell and Columbia universities, 
and various other less important fields. 
All of these are of the oval type, and 
that now being laifi out at Williams 
college will be practically the only one 
in the country today 
vr*Ith a 
squat e 


track. The £ict that nearly $15,000 is 
to be expended on the field and in a 
new grandstand is itself assurance that 
none better will be found in the country. 
In fact, Mr. Butler assured the coun- 
cil that there will be none better. 


The track will be a third of a mile 


long, and three times around it will be 
necessary to complete a full mile. It 
will be laid out very nearly square, thc 
shape and location of "Weston field' 
making- it impossible to have the four 
sides perfectly even. After having- been 
laid out in a square, which will make 
a circuit something1 more than a third of 
a mile, the corners will be cut off 
rounding-, each curve being 200 feet 
long1. This will make four straight- 
aways, each of which will be more than 
100 feet long1, and can 
be used 
for 


dashes. Each corner will be raised, but 
-the straightaway will be perfectly level. 


The location of the track will be a 


short distance east of 
the 
present 


course and at the northeast side tha 
grandstand will be built. The sides of 
the track will face the northeast, 
northwest, southwest and soulheasT. 
respectively. 
The nnis>h of all events 


will be in front of the grandstand, with 
the Exception of those of the straight- 
away, which will be a,t its northwest 
side_. The straightaway will be the 
northwest side of the track, and an 
extension, the finish of -which will be 
plainly visiWe from all parts of the 
grandstand. 


The track will be- of cinders mixed 


with a preparation which is a secret 
with the builder. The foundation will 
be sufficiently below the surface to as- 
sure prevention 
from trouble 
from 


frost, and the track will be thoroughly 
drained. Each side will be 15 feet wide, 
with the exception of the one at the 
straightaway, which will be 22 feet. 
The track will be withitu an inch of 
level with the field. 


Inside of the course will be the base- 


ball diamond and the football field, tho 
former facing: the grandstand and tha 
latter at the opposite side. From the 
track to the center of the field in all 
four directions will be a slight raise, 
so that the center of the space within 
the track will be six inches higher than 
its sides, the purpose being to farm a. 
ready escape for the water in time of 
rain. There will be laid about the field 
at depths varying from two to six feet, 
according to the position and the fall 
necessary, 6400 feet of tile of the follow- 
ing- sizes: 400 feet of eiirht-inch, COO 
feet of six-inch, 200 feet of four-inch, 
1000 fee-t of three-inch and 2400 feet of 
two and! one-half-inch. The eight-inch 
tile will be the main, conveyance for the 
water to the sewer, whicn will carry it 
to Green River.

grass, with the base lines and soace 
between the catcher and pitcher cut 
out. Leading1 from the maim entrance 
which will be at the northeast side of 
the field, to the grandstand will be a 
driveway 30 feet wide. This will sen- 
arate at the stand and will extend 200 
feet along the sides of the field, to en- 
able carriages to drive in so that the 
occupants can. view the game.

next spring, but during- the summer a 
row of bleachers ISO feet long- and five 
tiers high will be erected. The turf of 
the entire field will be ciaken up and 
relaid after the grading- has been com- 
pleted.
